SUBJECT: Quarterly Report regarding Immigration Enforcement — City Council
Resolution 20180614-074

The purpose of this memorandum is to provide an update on the Council directive adopted on
June 14, 2018 related to immigration enforcement and information sharing. The directive
requires the Austin Police Department to provide quarterly reports regarding the number of
inquiries into someone’s immigration status, as well as the number of requests for assistance or
cooperation made by ICE or other federal immigration officials.

The following information reflects APD officers’ inquiries into immigration status, as well as
assistance and cooperation provided in response to requests made by ICE or other federal
immigration officials that occurred between January 1, 2019 and March 31, 2019:

1. There were 0 inquiries into a detainee’s or arrestee’s immigration status during this time
period.

2. There was one instance in which APD aided in immigration law enforcement during the
time period.

APD provided a
total of 130 records in response to 61 requests for assistance or cooperation from a
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federal immigration officer. Prior to releasing the information below, the requesting
agency provided APD with a case number, name of the investigator assigned, the
criminal nexus, and the crime type (e.g. Aggravated Assault, Robbery, DWI, etc.). APD
devoted 13 hours or $731.38 to these efforts.
